Executive Council To Take Ac- 
tion Today; Will Battle 
CIO In Own Fields 


A showdown became imminent 
yesterday on the American Federa- 
tion of Labor’s policy toward its 
unions which have joined the com- 
mittee for industrial organization 
and which, although suspended, 
still technically are within the fold. 

The A. F. L. executive council, 
will receive today the report of the 
committee which met with C. Tf. O. 
leaders in Washington from Octo- 
ber 25 to December 21 in an unsuc- 
cessful effort to negotiate a peace. 

he committee, headed by George 
M. Harrison, was expected to re- 
port that a truce was drafted and a 
Reace formula accepted by both 
sides when John L. Lewis vetoed it. 
This charge, voiced by David Dub- 
insky of the C. I. O. January 12, has 
since been reiterated by A. F. L. 
leaders, 

Today it will consider its course 
of action toward expelling the C I. 
O. unions, President William Green 
indicated, and probably will ad- 
journ tonight. 

Outright expulsion of the unions 
would signalize open warfare be- 
tween the rival labor organizations. 
Vhe A. F. L then could grant inter- 
national certificates to its own af- 
filiates for organizing the fields now 
held by the united mine workers, 
the amalgamated clothing workers 
and the other C. I. O. units. 


WAGE CONFERENCE 
WITH FRUIT WORKERS 
AND OWNERS HELD 


Negotiations for a new 1938 
wage, hour and working condition 
agreement for more than 60,000 
northern and central California 
fruit and vegetable cannery work- 
ers began this week under auspices 
of the California State Federation 
of Labor. 

With elected representatives of 
all A. F. of L. cannery workers 
unions in the area agreeing that 
the California State Federation of 
Labor shall act as the sole bargain- 
ing agency for the workers in be- 
half of the A, F. of L., represen- 
tatives of the various unions met 
with Edward D. Vandeleur and 
representatives of the California 
Processors’ and Growers’ associa- 
tion, representatives of the cannery 
operators. 

The Processors’ and growers’ as- 
sociation were represented by Wil- 
liam Hudson, president, Ralph Hen- 
derson, secretary, and J. Paul St. 
Sure, attorney. 

After preliminary conferences, it 
was agreed to start negotiations in 
detail at a meeting in the Hotel 
Oakland, Oakland, at 10 a m,, 
Tuesday, February 8, when ll 
groups involved will be represented. 

The present contract between the 
unions and the employers, nego- 
tiated last July, expires February 
15th. 

The unions, by agreement at a 
recent meeting of the national 
council of agricultural workers, are 
asking a 20 per cent increase in 
wages, the 8-hour day, with time- 
and-one-half to ten hours, and 
double time thereafter. 

Wage rates under the present 
agreement provide for a base rate 
of 52% cents per hour for men, 
42% cents per hour for women, and 
a piece work base rate of 44 cents, 
with varying rates for workers in 
the higher brackets, 8-hour day for 
women, and 10-hour day for men. 

The existing agreement also pro- 
vides that the A. F. of L. unions 
are recognized as the bargaining 
agency for the cannery workers.

“goods made in Japan.” A certain 
downtown store, selling flower pots, 
were placing price tags over the 
words “made in Japan” thereby 
making the customer believe the 
flower pots were made in the U. S 


Many other kinds of rackets are 
used to cover up the ‘made in Ja- 
pan” label, according to the com- 
mittee. 

The committee is also requesting 
of its members which represent 
civic, religious, labor and fraternal 
organizations, not to purchase 
canned “packed jin Japan” crab 
and all other food stuffs and mate- 
rials labeled ‘made in Japan.” 


Headquarters of the “committee 
against the purchase of goods made 
in Japan” are in the Blake block, 
13th and Washington streets. All 
organizations are asked to affiliate 
with the Japanese boycott com- 
mittee.

WEALTHY IN DRIVE 
TO ESCAPE TAXES 


Failure of Campaign Predicted 
By Vinson; Says.Fight 
Will Be Close 


A terrific last minute drive to 
exempt closely-held corporations 
from the undistributed profits tax 
was under way this week, as the 
house ways and means committee 
was putting ¢he finishing touches 
to tax legislation. 

The committee has agreed to ex- 
empt corporations with earnings 
of $25,000 a year or less, represent- 
ing 88 per cent of all corporations, 
but has increased the levy on Fords, 
Morgans, du Ponts and others 
who pile up profits in personal 
corporations to evade income sur- 
taxes. 

Lobbyists jubilantly predicted 
this week that the fight had been 
won. They said they had a “back- 
log” of seven republicans in the 
committee «ad had won over a 
number of democrats. 


Vinson Scouts Claim 

This claim was scouted by Con- 
gressman Fred M, Vinson (Dem. 
Ky.), chairman of a _ sub-commit- 
tee which devoted months to con- 
sideration of tax revision. 

“The fight is drawn pretty close,” 
he said, “but I am confident we 
will hold the line for fair taxation.” 

Committee hearings have been 
closed and a final draft of legisla- 
tion will be taken up in executive 
session in about 10 days, Vinson 
said,

POWER IMPERATIVE 


TO DEFEAT ‘SLUMP 


Need Great Volume of Sales to 
Make Mass Production 
Pay, Says ‘‘F. D.’’ 


Tn one of the most important 
statements he has ever made, 
President Roosevelt this week 
preseribed a 
remedy for the slump.

Roosevelt gave his pronounc2- 
ment unprecedented emphasis. He 
issued it at his regular press con- 
ference and gave permission to 
quote his exact words. As a rule 
what the president says to the 
newshawks is “off the record,” and 
while they give the readers a sum- 
mary of his views they can’t make 
a direct quotation. 

Doesn’t Agree with Fairless 

One of the correspondents called 
the president’s attention to the 
claim made by Benjamin F. Fair- 
less, president of the Carnegie Tlli- 
nois Steel corporation, that prices 
of steel could not be reduced unless 
wages were cut. 

‘Do you agree with Mr. Fair- 
less?” asked the correspondent. 

“I'm afraid it won’t help for me 
to answer that question again,” the 
president replied. “I have said so 
frequently—and TI do not know how 
to say it more clearly and unequi- 
vocally than I have already said— 
that I am opposed to wage reduc- 
tions, 

“T am opposed to wage reduc- 
tions because the markets of Amer- 
ican industry depend on the pur- 
chasing power of our working pop- 
ulation, and if we want to restore 
prosperity, we must increase, not 
decrease, that purchasing power.” 


HALF OF POPULATION 
IN BRITISH “C0-0PS” 


Movement Reports Its Biggest 
Year; Large Gains in Retail 
And Wholesale Sales 


British cooperatives have just 
completed the biggest year on rec- 
ord. According to their official pub- 
lication, a gain of 250,000 members 
put the total above 8,000,000, repre- 
senting the buying power of more 
than half the population of Great 
Britain. 

Retail sales were $1,250,000,000, a 
gain of $150,000,000, while whole- 
Sale sales were well over $600,000,- 
000, an increase of about $75,000,- 
000. 

Cooperative-owned factories pro- 
duced about $190,000,000 of the 
goods handled, the report stated. 


Jackson Promoted to 
Reed’s Old Position 


President Roosevelt on Thursday 
sent to the senate the name of As- 
sistant Attorney General Robert H. 
Jackson, to be solicitor general, the 
post held by Stanley F. Reed when 
he was appointed to the U. S. su- 
preme court bench. 

The promotion was interpreted 
as pretty good evidence that the 
president is in full accord with 
Jackson’s vigorous handling of the 
monopoly question.

ARL. REJECTS PLAN 
WHICH MIGHT LEAD 
NATION INTO WAR 


Proposal to Back Five-Power 
Pact Against Japan Rejected 
By the Executive Council 


The A. F. of L. executive 
eouneil firmly refused this} 
week to give any support to a 
plan proposed by Sir Walter 
Citrine, general secretary of 


the British trades union congress, 


for the United States to join a five 
nation alliance against Japan. 


“We don’t want to favor some 
step that would mean war,” Presi- 
dent William Green of the federa- 
tion said after the council had voted 
down Citrine’s proposals. ‘We don’t 
feel our country should become in- 
volved in a war.” 

What Citrine Suggested 

Citrine, who holds a position in 
the British labor movement com- 
parable to Green’s in the A. F. ot 
L. and is also president of the in- 
ternational federation of trade un- 
ions, had proposed an international 
boycott against Japanese products, 
an embargo on all exports to Japan 
of anything that can be used in war 
activities and a pledge of “concert- 
ed action” by the allied nations in 
the event any of their armed forces 
or territories were attacked by 
Japan. 

The five-power alliance, Citrine 
proposed, should be composed of 
the United States, Great Britain 
and her dominions including Can- 
ada, France, Soviet Russia, and the 
Netherlands. 

The A. F, of L. council in cabling 
its refusal to Citrine pointed out 
that American labor has already 
boycotted Japanese products.

LABOR COUNCIL ACTS 


ON L. A. RESOLUTION: 


At the request of J. W. Buzzeil, 
secretary of the Los Angeles Cen- 
tral Labor Council, the local labor 
body adopted a resolution calling 
on all congressmen and senators to 
investigate an “employers’ set-up” 
in Los Angeles who are doing every- 
thing within their power to re- 
tard the organized labor movement 
of that city. 

The resolution calls for an inves- 
tigation by the La Follette civil 
liberties committee. 

The resolution said in part: 

“This group of people are banded 
together to defeat the very pur- 
pose and principles of trade union- 
ism. They go so far as to accuse 
bona fide labor representatives as 
being racketeers, thugs and crim- 
inals. Your support is urgent in this 
important matter.” 

Other labor councils in the state 
were asked to support the resolu- 
tion also.

AFL Unions to Withdraw from Non-Partisan League; Green 
Says League Is ‘‘Dummy’’ for CIO 


Formation of a new organization to give political voice to all 
A. F. of L. members in the coming state elections was announced 
this week by Edward D. Vandeleur, executive secretary of the 
California State Federation of Labor. 


The new group, formed 
session in San Fransisco Sunday, 
January 30th, will be known as the 
A. F. of L. Political League of Ca!- 
ifornia, C. J. Haggerty, Los An- 
geles, president of the federation, 
was chosen temporary chairman, 
and Vandeleur temporary secre- 
tary. 

The first general conference of 
the league will be held in Santa 
Barbara on Sunday, March 20, it 
was announced. Hach A. F. of L. 
union in the state will be entitled 
to send two delegates. 

“The aims and objects of the A. 
F. of L. Political League of Cali- 
fornia will be to give the entire 
membership of A. F. of L. unions 
of California an opportunity to con- 
sider qualifications of candidates 
for the various elective offices of 
the state government, from gov- 
ernor down to the senate and as- 
sembly,” Vandeleur said in a state- 
ment authorized by the executive 
council. 


“Demand after demand has been 
made upon the California State Fed- 
eration of Labor to take some 
steps to immediately bring about 
a united labor front in the coming 
elections, and it will be the program 
of the A. F. of L. Political League 
of California to consider the en- 
dorsement of candidates before 
primaries instead of afterwards. 

“It is also considered absolutely 
necessary that all A. F. of L. or- 
ganizations and their members be 
fully protected against the political 
machinations of various groups 
that seek to convey to the worker 
and the public the idea that they 
represent the organized workers, 
when they are in fact working 
against the interests of the work- 
ers and to the detriment of organ- 
ized labor, which they are betray- 
ing.” 

While the new league was 
formed prior to the report and rec- 
ommendations of President William 


BURKE OPENS FIRE 
IN FIGHT TO KILL 
WAGNER LABOR ACT 


Green and Wharton Protest 
Plan to Cut Board’s Appro- 
priation; AFL Backs Law 


Senator Edward R. Burke. 
Nebraska Democrat and one of 
the ‘‘New Deal’s”’ most bitter 
and persistent critics, opened 
the long expected battle to 
hamstring the Wagner-Connery 
Labor Relations act this week. 

Appearing before a sub-commit- 
tee of the senate judiciary commit- 
tee Thursday, Burke, in a 12,000 
word statement, tried to back up 
every charge made against that 
law and the national labor relations 
board by anti-union interests. 

While this was going on a rear 
attack was made on the law in the 
senate appropriations committec, 
of which Burke is a member, by a 
move to cut $385,000 from the 
NLRB’s appropriation for the com- 
ing fiscal year. 

Labor Chiefs Protest 

This attempt to cripple the 
NLRB's activities brought a vig- 
orous protest from President Wil- 
liam Green of the A. F. of L. and 
President A. O. Wharton of the in- 
ternational association of machin- 
ists, Both labor chieftains insisted 
that the appropriation should be 
restored to the $3,035,000 figure 
approved by the federal budget bu- 
reau and President Roosevelt. 

Green, in a letter sent to all sen- 
ators, said that while the A. F. of 
L. has found fault with some of the 
NLRB’'s rulings the federation is 
most emphatically opposed to any- 
thing being done to weaken the 
law or curtail] the board’s activi- 
ties.

Green of the American Federation 
of Labor to the executive council 
of that body relative to labor's 
non-partisan league, the officers of 
the A. F. of L. Political League of 
California appended his recom- 
mendations on the subject to the 
formal call for the Santa Barbara 
conference. 


The recommendations follows: 

“1—That all state federations of 
labor, city central bodies and local 
organizations affiliated with the 
American Federation of Labor be 
directed to withdraw from associa- 
tion with labor's non-partisan 
league. 

“2—That all organizations affil- 
iated with the American Federation 
of Labor and their individual mem- 
bers be urged to cease contribut- 
ing to the financial support of la- 
bor’s non-partisan league. 

“3—That co-ordinated efforts be 
undertaken by the officers of the 
American Federation of Labor and 
all its affiliated bodies to examine 
carefully into the qualifications of 
all candidates for public office 
nominate or endorsed by labor’s 
non-partisan league and any of its 
subsidiary groups to the end that 
effective opposition may be mar- 
shalled against any of such candi- 
dates found lacking the qualifica- 
tions for public office.” 

The recommendations were made 
to the American Federation of La- 
bor executive council at its cur- 
rent meeting in Miami, following 
an investigation by President 
Green authorized by the executive 
council last August.

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Furuseth Gave His Talents to the Service of 
Seamen

Speaking from the experience based on a lifetime association 
in the organized labor movement with Andrew Furuseth, presi- 
dent of the international seamen’s union of America, William 
Green, president of the American Federation of Labor, said that 
the deceased labor leader had consecrated his great talents and 
entire life to improving the economic conditions of seamen and 
enlarging their legal rights. When informed that the eighty- 
three-year-old labor executive, after a long struggle against the 
inevitable, had entered into the sleep that knows no waking, Mr. 
Green declared: 

‘“The death of Andrew Furuseth marks the passing of a heroic 
figure in the organized labor movement. Furthermore, it marks 
the passing of one of the last of those who really participated in 
the formation of the American Federation of Labor along with 
Mr. Gompers and his associates. 

‘It is quite reasonable to conclude that no figure in the 
labor movement such as Andrew Furuseth will ever be produced. 
His outstanding achievement was the enactment of : the La 
Follette seamen’s act. That recalls the wonderful friendship 
formed between Mr. Furuseth and Senator La Follette. He vir- 
tually gave all his life and talents in service to the seamen. The 
officers and members of the A. F, of L. will mourn the passing 
of Andrew Furuseth.”’ 


Furuseth, the Crusader for Seamen 


In his ‘‘Seventy Years of Life and Labor,’’ Samuel Gompers, 
president of the American Federation of Labor from its organ- 
ization, barring one year, until his death in 1924, tells of his 
first meeting with Andrew Furuseth who was president of the 
International Seamen’s Union of America from 1908 until his 
demise on January 22. ; 

On his way back to the Pacific coast from the meeting of the 
international seamen’s union in Glasgow, Scotland, in 1890, Mr. 
Furuseth stopped in New York to see Mr. Gompers. 

“It was our first meeting,’ said Mr. Gompers. ‘‘Then, as 

_ ever, he was tall, gaunt and on fire with zeal to free the seamen 
who in that day were in double bondage to the crimp and the 
sea captain. We had a long talk and I felt drawn to the man as 
I have to few persons, by his intensity, his clearness of thinking 
and his stalwart character. Furuseth was a genius with extraor- 
dinary dramatic power. He had come ashore to fulfill a mission 
—to make the world understand the wrongs of the seamen and 
to secure redress for them. 

“He went about that mission with the spirit of a crusader. 
He accepted no more pay than the wages of a common seaman. 
On the sea he traveled in steerage. He had no ties of the flesh, 
either family or kindred, to interfere with the absolute dedica- 
tion of his time to the seamen’s cause. He was then beginning 
the study of history and maritime law that made him a world 
authority on questions relating to seamen.’’

Among those 
recently signed were the Osen Mo- 
tor sales and the Garden City Chev- 
rolet company. The agreement pro- 
vides minimum pay of 40 cents an 
hour for miscellaneous unclassi- 
fied workers, 50 cents for combi- 
nation men and 62% cents for full- 
time lubricators. All have the §& 
hour day and 48-hour week,

DUBUQUE MUSICIANS 
WIN WAGE INCREASE 


Truck Drivers’ Union with Over 
300 Members Finalizes Four 
Contracts in One Week

The Dubuque local of the Amer- 
ican federation of musicians has 
secured a contract from station 
WKBB calling for the expenditure 
of $1,700 more this year for local 
musical talent. This is in line with 
the agreement negotiated by the 
American federation of musicians 
for $1,500,000 additional wages for 
union members on chain and local 
broadcasts,
